THREE MEETINGS LAST NIGHT. 


Boston, Oct. 5.—Resolutions Intended 
to bring about If possible an end to the 
Russo-Japanese War were adopted to¬ 
day at the meeting of the International 
Peace Congress. By the terms of these 
resolutions the congress wlU address an 
appeal to the Emperors of Russia and 
Japan to terminate the struggle, and 
each of the Powers signatory bo The 
Hague convention will be formally re¬ 
quested to press upon Russia and 
Japan the Importance of putting an 
end to the present war. 

It w’as also voted that the resolu¬ 
tions referring to friendly Intervention 
by the Powers be presented to Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt by a committee of the 
congress. 

The resolutions were passed after a 
lengthy discussion In which many of 
the most prominent foreign delegates 
participated.

The Treaty a Blunder. 


The International Peace Congress 
adopted resolutions embodying an ap¬ 
peal to the Emperors of Russia and 
Japan urging them to terminate the 
war; also requesting the Powers sig¬ 
natory to The Hague convention to im¬ 
press upon Russia and Japan the Im¬ 
portance of ending the struggle.

The tribunal created by law to deter¬ 
mine the factional dispute In question 
for the guidance of tbe Secretary of 
State, having assumed Jurisdiction there¬ 
of and decided, free from Jurtodlotlonal 
Infirmities that the nominations ht-adod 
by Robert M.Lo. Follette for Governor are 
entitled to preference In respect to the 
uso upon the official ballot of the name 
“Republican ticket,’* It Is the duty of the 
Secretary of State to act accordingly, cer¬ 
tifying both sets at nominations u> the 
various county clerks, but giving to those 
■headed by Robert M. I jo. Follette for Gov¬ 
ernor prefermv’-e ns aforesaid. 

The foregoing conclusion follows logic¬ 
ally and necessarily from the legal as¬ 
pects of the case before stated. What 
the real right of the matter In dispute 
might be found to be were this court 
permitted to disregard the decision of the 
special tribunal and investigate and d^ter- 
mln-e the merits of the controversy from 
that standpoint, it has no right to decide 
or suggest. Duly constituted authority 
having spoken within Its Jurisdiction, it 
must lx* conclusively presumed here to 
have spoken rightly. 

By the ia>urt lK>th the motion of plain¬ 
tiff and that of the defendant are denied 
and the cause Is'dismissed for want of 
sufficient facts appearing to constitute a 
cause of action.

It does, however, require 
presentment for acceptance in thre* 
cases, the latter of which Is novel 
this State and should be noted by 
bankers, namely: When the bill Is pay 
able after sight; when the bill 
stipulates for presentment for accept 
anee; when the bill Is payable else 
w-here than at the residence or place 
of business of the pjyee.

The Democrats and 
Republicans gained almost equally, 
there being only n slight difference In 
the figures for each party a* compared 
with the registration of last year.

Strictly a White Precinct. 


Unique distinction Is attached to' the 
Twentieth precinct of the Second ward 
by reason of the fact that it does not 
contain a single colored voter. At least, 
no negroes will be allowed to vole In 
that precinct, for not a single one of 
them registered either yesterday or the 
day before. What became of the few 
negroes who live In that precinct is not 
known. They evidently did not care 
whether they voted or not, for not a 
single negro man of voting age was 
seen about the polls during the two 
days. 

The Democrats made large gains In 
what is known as the "Cabbage Patch" 
precinct. The Republican vote fell off 
In this precinct more than 200 votes. 
The reason given Is lack of Interest on 
the part of the voters, and they made 
no effort to be registered. The normal 
Republican strength in this precinct Is 
about 400. while only 200 Republicans 
were registered during the two days. 

• • * 

Republicans Make Bluff. 

The threat of the Republicans to le- 
sue warrants by the wholesale In the 
Federal Court for the arrest of Demo¬ 
crat* on the charge of Intimidating ne- / 
groea was not carried out, but the lead¬ 
ers claimed that they were w*aitlng 
merely to gather evidence, and say they 
intend to take action within the next 
few days-.The w hole matter Is regarded 
as a bluff by the Democrats who have 
been ad vised by attorneys that the 
United States Court has no Jurisdiction. 

It ts believed that the reports were cir¬ 
culated for the purpoae of covering the 
frauds w'hlch the Republicans attempt¬ 
ed to perpetrate at the election. 

The certificates given negroes who 
registered were promptly taken away 
from them by the Republican workers, 
who told the negToes they would bs 
returned to them again on election day. 

In case the negro does not show up to 
claim his certificate, a repeater wilt be 
given It and told to vote It for the Re¬ 
publican ticket. Many of the respect- 
ahle negroes yeeterday refused to give 
up their certificate to the Republican 
workers, and said they were perfectly 
able to take care of their own slips In 
some Instances w'here the negro did not 
want to give up his certificate It was 
taken from him by force, and several 
of the colored men said they intended 
to swear out warrants in the State 
spurts for the workers’ arrest.

Negro Repeater Arrested. 


Charged with being under age and 
nonresident of Louisville, a negro giv¬ 
ing his name ns Robert Williams and 
claiming that he lived at 211 West 
Green street, was arested at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon after he had re¬ 
ceived his certificate from the registra¬ 
tion poll at Second and Green streets. 
When Williams registered he claimed 
he had been In Louisville three yeart 
and that he lived at the address giver* 
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Aa soon ns he left the polling place 
Patrolman Lenehman, who was assign¬ 
ed to the booth, went b) the address 
given and inquired If williams lived 
there. The house is owned by Della 
Harris, and she told the officer that 
she did not know of a negro named 
Williams. 

Patrolman L*eachman then set out to 
find Williams and soon discovered him 
at First and Green streets. Seeing the 
officer In pursuit, the negro began to 
run but was soon captured and sent 
to jail. In the Jail Williams at first 
said that he was from Cincinnati and 
fhter returned to his old story that he 
had been In Louisville for three years, 
and had been jurorklng at a restaurant 
on West Jefferson street. He admit¬ 
ted that he had been "steered** Into 
the polling place by a ’"friend" named 
“Charlie" and a friend of "Charlie’s" 
named "Steve." He stated that he had 
been living on West Walnut street since 
coming to Louisville but could not give 
the number.

GEN. STOESSEL’S BEPORT 

Says Repulse of Japs Has Greatly 
Inspired the Garrison. 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 5, 6:20 p. m.—Em¬ 
peror Nicholas has at last received Gen. 
Stoessel’s official report of the desper¬ 
ate four days’ assault of the besiegers 
upon Port Arthur, from September 19 
to September 23. from which it appears 
that the unofficial -repost from Che Foo 
was by no means exaggerated. The 
Japanese displayed frenzied bravery*, 
but they lost ten thousand men. and 
their bnly success was the capture of 
two redoubts guarding the waterworks. 
They prepared for the assault by a gen¬ 
eral bombardment and then launched 
their attacks simultaneously from the 
north and west. Night ana day they 
fought under a cover of continual bom¬ 
bardment from their siege guns and 
finally reached the redoubts on the 
north side, but only after the defenses 
there were completely demolished by 
shell fire from the west. 

The Japnneae efforts were directed 
chiefly against the commanding posi¬ 
tion on High mountain, which faces 
Pigeon bay. slightly south of Fort Etse. 
The mountain is 500 feet high, and If 
It had fallen Ita possession would have 
given the Japanese a tremendous lever 
against the chain of Inner defenses. The 
carnage there was terrible and culmi¬ 
nated September 22. when the Japanese 
pucceeded In rearhlngand occupying the 
Russian armored shelter trenches, from 
which they expected about the next 
day to'storm the summit. During the 
flight, Lieut. Poggorsky, of the navy, 
at the head of a detachment of volun¬ 
teers,’descended upon the trenches and 
blew' them up with pyroxylin bombs, 
producing a panic among the besiegers, 
who fled, leaving the mountain side 
strewn with dead. The Japanese then 
abandoned further attempts, but after 
a day or two to recuperate, according 
to Gen. Stoessel’s second dispatch, 
dated September 30, they resumed the 
bombardment of the city and outer 
wY»rks and began to construct ztgzng 
approaches, evidently getting nearer 
from which to launch their next as¬ 
sault. , 1 

The loss of the waterworks is not 
considered \*1tal, as there U a fresh 
water lake and numerous wells as well 
us a condensing apparatus w I thin the 
defenses. 

Gen. Stoesse! recommends Gey. Kon. 
dratenko. Lieut. Poggorsky, Col. liman, 
of the artillery, and Capt. Sychaff, of 
the Fifth Siberian regiment, for the 
St. George's Croae. 

The complete character of the repulse 
of the Japanese has evidently greatly 
Inspired the garrison of Port Arthur. 
Gen. Stoessel says the gallantry of the 
Russian troops was beyond praise, and 
adds'that the garrison will hold out to 
the la^t drop of blood. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 5. 6|47 p. m.—Gen 
Stoessel’a report created great rejoicing 
and revived the hope In his ability to 
defend the fortress. After the failure 
of the storming operations, the War Of- 
j flee here would not bo surprised If the 
Japanese changed their plan to regular 
, engineering siege. No fresh new f s has 
been received from Mukden.

The continued failure of the attacks 
on the fortress and the enormous 
losses sustained by the besiegers, they 
think, may compel Oyama to dispatch 
some veteran troops from the Manchu.

KUR/OPATKIN WILL FIGHT 

According To a Mukden Dispatch To 
a Berlin Newspaper. 

Berlin. Oft. 5.—A dlspntrh to the 
LoJcxl Anztiger /from Mukden says: 
Gen. Kuropatkln has expressed a firm 
determination to avail hlidself of this 
favorable season of the year for mili¬ 
tary action. Everything points to a 
coming revenge for Liao Yung. The 
officer^ and men hope that the period of 
retreats Is post and that they will be 
led against the enemy.

Being Organized For Service In the 
Japanese Army. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 5. 8 a. m.—A spe¬ 
cial dispatch from Mukden. .. d.r date 
of October 4, says: 

A regular recruiting service has been 
formed by the Japanese army, enlist¬ 
ing what Is known as the Chinese vol¬ 
unteer militia. The Japanese are as¬ 
sisted I 11 this work by Lin See, a prince 
of the Chinese Imperial household. The 
men are paid by the Japanese, but not 
nrmed by them with the Japanese mod¬ 
ern rifles. They use. instead, old mus¬ 
kets of enormous caliber. 

The Russians have come In contact 
with them several times, and their 
bravery is incontestable. The Japan¬ 
ese are said to make no secret of this 
organization, documentary proof of 
which is said to have been procured 
by the Russians in the shape of a let¬ 
ter addressed by the Japanese General, 
Vitche. to "The Chief of the Chinese 
Volunteer Militia."

Tokio, Oct. 5. 6 p. m.—It is evident

The force and fire, the 
commanding eloquence and majestic 
power of statement, are there; but 
they carry the added weight of ripened 
years along with a disinterestedness 
w’hlch fair-minded people will not ques¬ 
tion, however Republican partisans may 
seek to torture and revile it. 

What has this grand old man to gain, 
other than the approval of hh* con¬ 
science, by quitting his seclusion to 
make a last appeal to his' countrymen? 
Its truths, indeed, are Immortal; but 
his portrayal of Theodore Roosevelt 
cannot fall to imbed Itself In the public 
mind. This Is neither a diatribe, nor an 
I Invective. It is a character sketch deep- 
I ly lined and closely drawn by & master- 
| hand. It will bear reading and re¬ 
reading. There is not a detail wonting, 
or a shade overdone. Mr. Schurz writes 
from both a fullness of information and 
& profound conviction. What could be 
finer than this: 

“I know President Roosevelt well. I 
havo known hhn well since, as a very 
young man. he entered public life, and 
I have watched his career not only with 
the concern of an interested citizen, but 


editors of Republican newspapers, re- j sonal friend. His exuberant spirits, his 


curring to a dictum of the Supreme 
Court some seventy years ago, there- 
. upon Insisted that they had caught 
iJudge Parker napping, for they said 
that there is no common law of the 
[United States. Politically the matter 
Js unimportant, as Judge Parker dis¬ 
tinctly said he was In favor of any 
legislation to control trusts that might 
be found necessary- But the Repub¬ 
licans enlarged on the matter as tend¬ 
ing to ©how that Judge Parker did not 
bno\v w hat he was talking about. 

Mr. Roosevelt thought this was top 
Rood a point to be omitted, so in his let¬ 
ter of acceptance he said boldly, “There 
Ss no common law of the United 
Btates." Thereupon there w'as much 
hilarity in the Republican press. Dr. 
(Roosevelt had corrected Judge Parker 
on a question of law, supposed to be 
the Judge's peculiar province, hence 
Doctor of Law’s Roosevelt must be a 
great jurist, and entitled to do as he 
pleased, notwithstanding his apparent 
conflict with Constitution and law’s. 
What lawyers revised the letter of ac¬ 
ceptance has not transpired. But in 
ftny case, Mr. Roosevelt was riding for 
ft fall. 

When Judge Parker’s letter of ac¬ 
ceptance came out he politely cited a 
decision of the Supreme Court which 
&ald that common law* principles were 
applicable in cases involving interstate 
commerce. This created real conster¬ 
nation in the circles where hilarity had 
been so prevalent. The learned editors 
and Republican lawyers at once got 
busy and, by garbling the decision, un¬ 
dertook to showr that it referred only 
to State courts. But this did not work 
jvhen other parts of the decision w’ere 
quoted. It appeared evident that the 
Republican nominee, in trying to dig a 
pit for his opponent, had fallen into'it 
himself. 

Accordingly former Attorney General 
(Knox was called to the rescue, and he 
treated the subject In his recent Phil¬ 
adelphia speech. The Republican or¬ 
gans Insist now that he has demolished 
Judge Parker entirely. But w r hen one 
comes to read the speech this is by no 
means apparent. After quoting the 
•tatement <n the speech ftnd those in 
the letter of acceptance W says “of 
these three propositions the last two 
are sound/* The last tw*o are those In 
the letter, so that Mr. Knox admits 
that the statements in the letter are alt 
• right. As to the flrsrt, that is, the one 
In the speech, he contends that It is 
pot sound. He argues it must be con¬ 
sidered with reference to the matter of 
.■which he was speaking, which w*as 
IrustH. He quotes an English case 
iwhich says that no action will lie mere¬ 
ly because a contract Is In restraint of 
trade. He then says he Is not making 
ft legal argument and dismisses the 
subject. He does not 'discuss the de¬ 
cision cited by Judge Parker, and ho 
does not say that it applied merely to 
Btate courts. 

How could he have done this In view’ 
i/f the language of the courts? Judgo 
Brewer, In the case cited, said that 
there is no' Federal common law dis¬ 
tinct from the common law In the 
States In the sense that there is Federal 
ptatute law distinct from the statutes 
of the several States. Then he went on 
In these terms: “But It is an entirely 
different thing to hold that there Is no 
common law’ In force generally through¬ 
out the United States, and that the 
cbuntless multitude o^ Interstate com¬ 
mercial transactions are subject to no 
restrictions other than those expressed 
In statutes of Congress. We are clear¬ 
ly of the opinion that this cannot be 
so, and that the principles of the com¬ 
mon law are operative upon all Inter¬ 
state commercial transactions except so 
far as modified by congressional enact¬ 
ment/’ This 1 s what Judge Parker said 
In almost Identical words In his letter 
of acceptance, and Mr. Knox admits 
that what he then said Is sound. But 
as to the remark made by Judge Par¬ 
ker In his speech, he falls to note the 
limitations and additions. The remark 
was that he thought the common law 
**aa developed" affords a complete rem¬ 
edy for monopolies. This Is a different 
matter from his answer to the ques¬ 
tion that there is no common law in the 
United States. He admitted that it 
might turn out that existing Jaws are 
qot enough, but in that case he favored 
ftddltional legislation. Mr. Roosevelt 


bright Intelligence, his generotm impulse*, 
his gay combative ness, and the ^bubbling 
vivacity of his contempts and his enthu¬ 
siasms mudp hhn an exceedingly attract¬ 
ive personality; and those who observed 
the courage and ability with which, as a 
young member of the New York Legisla¬ 
ture. he plunged irtto the fight again** ex¬ 
isting abuses In the public service and in 
party management, well have hoped that 
he would develop into a dauntless and un¬ 
selfish, and at the same time a wise, 
champion of tfhe highest ideals of public 
morals and of practical statesmanship, 
whose lend e\^ry patriotic citizen could 
follow with unreserved confidence. And 
when, after an examination of his later 
career, conducted wkh the sympathetic 
desire to view everything in the must fa¬ 
vorable light, I have now to form, for 
myself, the conclusion that, in very im¬ 
portant respects th<we high expectations 
have been disappointed, and that implicit 
confidence would be dangerously mis¬ 
placed, 1 make that confession with gen¬ 
uine sorrow.* 

If we w’ere going to make a portrait 
of the young man, who, fresh from 
Harvard, plunged In medias res, we 
should be constrained to paint in some 
features and aspects which do not ap¬ 
pear in this sketch. 

“Exuberant spirits," yes; the ex¬ 
uberance of ardent ambition, backed 
by self-confidence and sufficient for 
tune, having, like a young Englishman 
of Aristocratic connections, chosen pub¬ 
lic life for a career. "Bright intelli¬ 
gence," yes; the bright Intelligence of 
early training and thorough culture; 

Roosevelt crossed upon a Bullock 
and reared in a great city under the 
influence of exhilarating conditions, 
could hardly have been less. But, 
generous impulses/* no: the youth 
who could, first, wrong, and then in¬ 
sult, an old man tottering on the brink 
of the grave, who could accuse the 
blood of bis mother with being tainted 
with a streak of "coarse and brutal 
barbarism"—and who could do these 
things to advance his own selfish ends— 
could never have had a generous Im¬ 
pulse 

The bubbling "vivacity of his con¬ 
tempts and his enthusiasms” may have 
seemed to reflect a; noble nature and 
have been attractive in one not yet old 
enough to have lost the bloom of the 
early morning; but beneath the fresh¬ 
ness and the charm,' flowed "the coarse 
and brutal barbarism." which he had 
discovered in himself and had mistaken 
for Southern blood. 

The "enthusiasms’* and the "con¬ 
tempts" were those of the self-con¬ 
scious Patrician. The “gay combativ- 
ness’’ sprang equally from the arrogance 
caste and the Insolence of a Spirit 
w’hlch, no matter where he got them, 
have developed Into a manhood essen¬ 
tially unprincipled and selfish. 

But, let Mr. Schurz continue— 

“I do not deem President Roosevelt 
capablo of seeking an opportunity for 
plunging the country Into a foreign war 
merely to gratify his ambition or to give 
play to his lighting spirit. But 1 do think 
that whenever there are two ways of de¬ 
ciding a matter of controversy—one the 
slow, patient, diplomatic, peaceable way, 
and the other the short cut by the use of 
force—Mr. Roosevelt will be tempera¬ 
mentally inclined to choose the short cut, 
and it will require with him an uncom¬ 
monly strong effort of self-restraint to 
resist that inclination, which effort. It 


made at all. is not alw’ays successful. 

The Panama infamy Is a case in 
po*nt. Congress made it the duty of 
the President, failing a treaty with Co¬ 
lombia covering the Panama route, to 
go ahead with the Nicaraguan route. 
Except for this Nicaragua alternative, 
the Panama job could never have gone 
through. Yet the contingency provided 
for by the Spooner Act having come to 
pass, the President coolly sets aside the 
mandatory clause as to Nicaragua, and 
enters into a conspiracy to effect the 
secession of Panama from Colombia.— 
financed by a group of Parisian stock 
gamblers and promoted by their re¬ 
tainers on the Isthmus—and, this ac¬ 
complished, proceeds to make a treaty 
with an adventurer by the nume of 
Buneau Varilla, who. having 7 masque¬ 
raded variously as an Engineer of 
the Canal and a Fiscal Agent of the 
French Company, had the effrontery to 
turn up at Washington, as It were, be¬ 
tween midnight and daylight, as the 
"Minister" of the "Republic,"—brought 
Into being by these agencies. 

Fifty millions were thus abstracted 
from the Treasury, Forty of them to 
go to the Parisian Stock Gamblers, and 
Ten to their dummies In Panama, with 
what rebate to the various middlemen, 
who helped along the villainy, In and 
out of Congress, we ^liall never know. 

Is it conceivable that a President 


Who could make himself a party to 
such a transaction would hesitate to 
precipitate a war, or any kind of for¬ 
eign complication, to advance his owm 
personal Interests, or the interests of 
hi* party, or to glorify his administra¬ 
tion? 

But, we must not Interrupt Mr. 
Schurz. His words, albeit more guard¬ 
ed. are more pregnant than ours. 
We frankly confess an inability to 
stifle a certain Indignation when we 
come to recall and consider the many 
acts of outrage, great and small, per¬ 
petrated by a mere chance occupant of 
the White House since his elevation 
to the. Presidency. ^1%ain we quote 
this wise yet tolerant old German- 
Amerlcan: 

“President Roosevelt Is an exceedingly 
Interesting, picturesque and forcible char¬ 
acter. who would have found a most con¬ 
genial end glorious field of action at the 
time of the Crusades, hut sometimes 
strangely falls to appreciate the higher 
moral alms of modern civilization. He Is 
& patriotic man Who has done very good 
service in several ways, and, being still 
young. Is capable of doing much more In 
various important positions aside from 
the presidency. His Is a master nature, 
hut this republic does not want in the 
presidency a master—least of all one who 
cannot most or hlmaetf. To eleot him, and 
thereby to make him understand, as he 
most certainly would understand it, that 
the American people are immensely de¬ 
lighted with all he has said and done un¬ 
der the insp'ratlon of his strenuous tend¬ 
encies. that they yearn to have more of 
It. and that to this end they put into his 
band the great power of the presidency. 
Including the supreme command of the 
army and a big navy, with atl the tempta¬ 
tions and possibilities of such power, so 
that his ambition to regulate the world 
according to his notions may have full 
swing—this, I humbly submit, would be 
so hazardous a venture that clear-headed 
and sober-minded Americans may well, 
for their country's sake, shrink from the 
risk." 

Precisely what Theodore Roosevelt 
will do with a renewed lease of power, 
If he gets it, may only be partially con¬ 
jectured; as to affairs in general it will 
depend upon contingencies not fret dls- 
c^rnable; but there is one measure 
waiting to be called, to which all the 
incidents and utterances of his home 
policy have led! up, and ^vhich Is 
fraught with evils Incalculable. That Is 
the overhauling of the Representation 
of the Southern States In Congress and 
in the Electoral College. If the Ultra- 
Republicans can secure a reduction of 
forty seats in Congress and forty votes 
In the Electoral Coll/ge. they think 
they will be safe for many years 
against any and all comers. The South 
eliminated, party spirit at the North, 
supported by the patronage of the Gov- 
v emment and the money of the Trusts, 
will. In their opinion, do the rest. 

Truth to say. short of some dire Na¬ 
tional convulsion, they will. Give Mr. 
^loosevelt, and his clique, four year* in 
which to mend their hold, with such an 
accession to their voting strength^ and 
their absolutism will be complete. They 
may snap their fingers at any ordinary 
process of ejectment. Nothing except 
an uprising of the people in response to 
some sudden and awful calamity, or 
catastrophe, will be strong enough to 
dislodge them. 

This Is an ax hanging immediately 
over the South. But it Is equally a 
menace to the North. Can there be a 
thoughtful business man. North or 
South, who Relieves that a ripping 
open of the sectional controversy will 
bring anything but mischief? Can 
there be a thoughtful observer w’ho 
doubts that. If Mr. Roosevelt is elect¬ 
ed, he will construe his election to mean 
that the people “are Immensely delight¬ 
ed with all he has paid and <^me," and 
that “they yearn to have more of it/* 
including the Sectionalism, the Negro- 
ism 4nd the Partylsm as they have been 
exemplified by him the last three years? 
If there be such a man, h<f must either 
have lost his mental eyesight, or have 
been living in the moon. 

Mr. Bchurz’s picture of Theodore 
Roosevelt makes certain concessions— 
reminiscent of early sympathy and af¬ 
fection—which we are unable tn candor 
and in Justice to accept. 

We do not believe the President a 
man either of generous impulses, or 
good Intention; but a selfish, ambitious 
man, capable of any iniquity which 
may serve, or seem to serve, his pur¬ 
pose. He Is at this moment using the 
great office of Chief Magistrate to pro¬ 
cure his own election; not only using 
its patronage to corrupt but Its power 
to coerce. He has converted the White 
House into a political camp, whence to 
colldct blood-money of the officials un¬ 
der him and to levy tribute upon the 
trust-funds of the Corporations. He ex¬ 
ercises personal supervision over every 
detail through his man-of-all-work, 
lately a member of his Cabinet, now 
the Chairman of his National Commit¬ 
tee. He has reorganized his Cabinet to 
meet the exigencies of a campaign, the 
like of w f hlch w’as never seen before; a 
campaign transparently shameless and 
shameful; involving a combine between 
the 8 polls politicians, to whom he sur¬ 
rendered to obtain his nomination, and 
certain Chiefs of Organized Capital, 
whose demands he met, after bringing 
them to terms by a most disingenuous 
but adroit display of authority. 

If the people lack the intelligence to 
see all this, or the virtue to defeat It, 
everything that Mr. Schurz so vividly 
forecasts, and more, will be realized, 
throwing to the winds forty year* of 
patriotic and sectional peacemaking, 
dissipating twenty years of promising 
accretion in the South, and opening for 
North and South a very Pandora’s box 
of mischiefs, foreign and domestic, the 
inevitable consequence or party absolut¬ 
ism and personal ambition. Intrenched 
in poiver and united for their own ag¬ 
grandizement. 


trlbutions from the trusts, based upon 
the benefits they will derive from Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt’s election, in the way 
of executive favor and protection of 
their interests. By such action It charg¬ 
es that If the Republican ticket should 
be elected it x would amount virtually 
to the purchase, not of the presidency, 
but of the President himself. It af¬ 
firms that the trusts believe It, that 
Senator Aldrich encourages the belief, 
and that President Roosevelt permits 
it to be formed, and entertained. In 
closing It says: 

"Why docs Theodore Roosevelt, hon¬ 
est, upright, incorruptible man that he 
la, allow* his stainless reputation to be 
thus compromised? Nelson W. Aldrich 
and George B. Cortelyou are defiling his 
good name, they are every day mix- 
Ing up hi* official powers and respon¬ 
sibilities as President of the United 
States with his personal and political 
Interest as candi^at* of the Republi¬ 
can party. The presence of either one 
of these men, without a word spokfrn. 
In the office of a corporation amenable 
to Federal discipline, is a scandal, an 
implied Invitation to bribe the Execu¬ 
tive, an offer of Immunity from prose¬ 
cution for pay, a degradation of the 
Presidential office through Its accredit¬ 
ed agents, a humiliation put upon a 
sensitive people, a stain upon the honor 
of Theodore Roosevelt.** 


The Wisconsin Case. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin declaring the State ticket 
beaded by Gov. La FoIJette to be the 
regular one will come as a surprise and 
dlsappo4ntment to the followers of the 
Administration. They have boasted of 
their ticket a© the "Stalwarts," and 
derided that of the La Follette wing as 
the "Half-breed©." The Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention officially dlscredltel 
the State Convention whlMi nominated 
La Follette and admitted the delegate* 
of the Stalwart convention, which nom¬ 
inated the ticket that la now judicial¬ 
ly discredited. The court consist* of 
five members. Chief Justice J. B. Cas- 
saday and Justice R. D. Marshall, Re¬ 
publicans; Justices J. B. Winalow and 
J. E. Dodge. Democrats, and Robert G. 
sSlebecker, whose party affiliation is not 
given. Being brother-in-law of Gov. 
La Follette, however, he vacated the 
bench. Justices Marshall, Dodge and 
Winslow united In the decision, w'hile 
Chief Justice Cassaday dissented. 

The effect of this decision will have 
an important Influence In the Novem¬ 
ber election. It will intensify the fac¬ 
tional animosity in the State, and as 
far as the gubernatorial election is con¬ 
cerned Will operate strongly In favor 
of Gov. La Follette as against the wing 
of the party opposing him. The in¬ 
fluence w’hlch he commands by his 
to what effect the decision will have 
upon the presidential vote in Wisconsin 
remains to be seen. It will reach be¬ 
yond the ticket for State offices, as It 
confirms the regularity of the State 
Convention which named an electoral 
ticket also, and the La Follette elec¬ 
toral ticket will go upon the bal¬ 
lots. That this will Intensify 
the bitterness between the two fac¬ 
tions) In the State canvass seems al¬ 
together probable. It may result In 
the election of the pqmocratla ticket 
headed by ex-Gov. Peck and so far 
demoralize the power of the Republican 
party in the ^3tale as to give hope for 
future Democratic victories.

Edward A. Brain Iff, o-f the Department

He ha* been 
engaged on the assignment for several 
weeks, and only a narrow belt through 
five central part of the Slate remain* to 
be covered, consisting of ten or twelve 
counties, The Investigation which Mr. 
Bfalniff has made discloses the fact that 
Kentucky la ex optionally rich in timber 
lands. Since reaching the State he ha* 
become a warm advocate of the apj»oint- 
mont of a State Forester, wh-ve /duties 
It shall be to Instruct the timber-land 
owners and the lumbermen in more eco¬ 
nomical methods of cutting their lnml>er. 
He says that million© of dollars worth of 
property in being wrecked by the Ignor¬ 
ance of scientific methods which exists in 
the State, and that a number of Slatie, 
Which have not one-eighth of the timber 
wealth of Kentucky, employ a forester, 
who more than earns hte salary in the 
saving which he brings about in lumber 
cutting. The eastern part of Kentucky 1* 
the most thickly timbered, about 80 per 
cent, of Harlan emiisty being In wood 
land, while Jackson county has 76.000 
acres and Breathitt county 180,0u0 acres, 
including both virgin and culled areas. 
Mr. Bralniff will make a comparative 
statement of his investigations, using as 
the basis of the comparison the records 
inode by Prof/M. 8 . Shaler, who was the 
director of the Kentucky Geological Sur¬ 
vey In 1875, and 1* now the head of the 
scientific school of Harvard University. 
The man who made the estimates for 
Prof. Shaler’s record is Lafayette H. D:*- 
Friese, who la now at the head of the 
borax trust and had his first experience 
In Kentucky.

William Wlgginton, who 
live* at 640 Merrlwether str et, and who 
has been paying suit to her affections 
for the pa^t month. 

Miss Brady is with her aunt. Mrs. J. 
H. Blair, who lives at 415 East Breck¬ 
inridge street. Mr. Wlgginton had 
l>een visiting her during her stay at 
Mrs. Blair’s home and they quarreled 
Sunday night. In what he claims w-aa 
a Joke. Mr. Wlgginton told the young 
woman that he did not love her any 
more. The girl took the statement 
to heart and brooded over it for several 
d^vs. Finally she decided that life was 
not wefrth while and secured a bottle 
of carbolic acid. She was vlrited by 
a number of friends Tuesday evening 
and had been playing on the piano, 
when she suddenly turned and prea^a 
the bottle of poison to her lips. The 
friends, who had been admiring the 
music, sprang to her side, in an ef¬ 
fort to take the poison from her hands. 
Before they could reach her*, however, 
she swallowed about ten drops, and 
In the struggle which ensued in an ef¬ 
fort to wrest the bottle from her grasp, 
the liquid w as spilled upon her face 
and neck, burning the fieeh. 

Dr. Claude Thixton was called to at¬ 
tend the girl and when he arrived she 
had lapsed Into unconsclousnew. After 
two hour© of strenuous work he said 
that he thought the young woman 
would live, but her condition was still 
serious yesterday afternoon* Despite 
this fact she has ©aid that she will 
repeat the effort to end her life.

Judge Leroy Daniels decided to hear 
the case. When court was reconvened 
at 1 o'clock this afternoon, the peti- | 
tloner, John R. T. Barbour, was placed 
on the stand tuid made his first state¬ 
ment of the shooting in court to-day. , 
In at least one essential detail he told . 
a story different from the one he told 
the night of the shooting. In his first 
statement, made to the Courier-Jour- 
pal, Mr. Barbour said Mr. Hagan ap- ‘ 
proached him in a threatening manner, 1 
reaching his hand toward his hip 
pocket as If to draw a weapon. In his 
Statement In court to-day Mr. Barbour 
Said Mr. Hagan had his hand in his 
lighr coat pocket and he thought he 
*vas going to shot him through the 
pocket.

Barbour Makes Statement. 


Mr. Barbour said he was standing 
beside the train shaking hands with 
®Jr. Brum ley, land agent of the L. and 
£N.. when he looked over Mr. Brumley's 
shoulder and noticed Hagan approach¬ 
ing. He saw Hagan shift his suit case 
from his right hand to his left anti 
reach into his right-hand coat pocket 
ns if to draw a pistol. Hagan, at the 
same time, threw his suit case up be¬ 
fore his breast as if to shield himself, 
[Barbour then struck at him with a 
folded newspaper, knocking his hat 
over his eyes, and began to shoot. He 
Shot perhaps five times, following Ha¬ 
gan as he retreated. When Hagan fell 
harbour ceased firing. 

"When he fell l ran up to him and 
told him I would shoot bis head*off if 
he didn't take his hands out of hfs 
pocket. He threw up hla hand and 
said. 'Don't shoot.* I said, T won't 
Shoot you while you are down.' ** 

Barbour then said Samuel Casseday 
tome running up excitedly with rocks 
in his hand. "I told him to throw 
them down because I didnVt want to 
hurt him. ‘You had better not,’ he 
paid. 'You have already killed one un- 
Rrrmd man.' 

"I said, ’He Is armed, and h© won't 
Beny it.' and he didn't." 

On cross-exam 1 nation Mr. Barbour 
became considerably excited, denying 
Some things Imputed to him in his first 
Statement.

Hagan Did. Not Threaten. 


George James, one of the Barbour 
IWitnesses. said that Hagan's right 
hand hung to his side while Barbour 
.Was shooting at him. 

W. C. Hall, who had been dolpg some 
work on Mr. Barbour’s farm the day 
Of the shooting, said when he saw Bar- 
pour firing at Hagan Hagan's hand 
Was reaching toward his hip pocket 
Under his coat after the second fire. 

Mrs. Roger White declared that she 
paw Hagan's hand reach back^of him 
end that his hand was outside of his 
Coat. 

Mrs, R. B. Lewis. Barbour’s sister, 
Paid she saw Hagan reach under his 
coat toward his hip pocket. Mrs. 
White claimed she saw this from the 
front yard, which was some distance 
from the scene of the shooting. 

Upon cross-examination all the wit¬ 
nesses admitted that they saw no wenp- 
oh arid that none was drawn by Ho¬ 
gan. All who kept track of the suit 
case said Hagan had It in his hand at 
least up to the third shot, and evi¬ 
dence was introduced to show that Ha¬ 
gan fell about seventy-five feet from 
flie place where the first shot was fired. 

When Barbour's lawyers rested their 
Case, Attorney Aaron Kohn asked to 
have the petition dismissed on their 
own testimony, but Judge Daniels ask¬ 
ed to hear the testimony for the Com¬ 
monwealth. Only three witnesses were 
heard before adjournment for the State, 
that of Brainard Platt, who took Bar¬ 
bours statement for the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal the night of the shooting: the tes¬ 
timony of E. C. Bohne, cashier of the 
Third National Bank. who was an eye¬ 
witness, and also that of Robert Hazel, 
another eye-witness. Mr. Platt's testi¬ 
mony was to show that since the night 
of the shooting Mr. Barbour had chang¬ 
ed some of the details of his first state¬ 
ment. Barbour, said Hagan reached to 
his hip pocket, while to-day he said 
Hogan reached to his coat pocket.

sition and left for the Northwest. Is 
one of alluring description. Following 
is an extract from a letter which was 
received by J. M. Ryan, division freight 
agent of the same road, describing the 
country and its future: 

The Alaska Central railway is a project 
which is likely to be epoch-making in the 
industrial development of our country. 


Washington, Oct. 5.—president Roose¬ 
velt to-day formally designated First 
Assistant Postmaster General Robert J. 
Wynne as acting Postmaster General. 

Under the law the designation may 
be for only thirty days. While Mr. 
Wynne will act. under the designation, 
as Poatjnaster General he will not have 
a seat in the Cabinet as would a regu¬ 
larly appointed head of an executive 
department. 

Mr. Wynne had an interview with 
the President to-day gt which the latter 
formally designated him as the acting 
head of the department. He will con¬ 
tinue to act until Thursday, November 
3, Under the law, as construed by the 
Department of Justice, it will be nec¬ 
essary for the President within the next 
thirty days to appoint a Postmaster 
General, in succession to Mr. Wynne 
as the acting head of the department. 
It is well understood that George Bruce 
Cortelyou. now chairman of the Repub¬ 
lican National Committee, is to be ap¬ 
pointed Postmaster General, but It is, 
understood to be the President’s desire 
not to appoint him until after the close 
of the campaign. As the period for 
which Mr. Wynne may act will expire 
five days before the election, the prob¬ 
abilities are that the President will 
appoint as Postmaster General some¬ 
body who will hold the office until such 
time as Mr. Cortelyou, after closing 
up the work of the campaign and tak¬ 
ing a rest after his labors, may assume 
the duties of the office. If this plan 


should be followed It is quite likely the 
President may appoint Mr. Wynne with 
the understanding that he resume his 
position as First Assistant when Mr. 
Cortelyou shall be appointed.

The Funeral of Mr. Payne. 


Mr. Bohne said after the first shot 
the whole tragedy passed before his 
eyes. He saw Hagan running and Bar¬ 
bour following, shooting at Hagan as 
he ran. Hagan had no weapon. He 
heard Samuel Casseday call out: 
“Don’t you see the man Is unarmed 
and defenseless?" 

"Once he wa« fixed for me," replied 
Barbour. 

Mr. Bohne was also asked questions 
Intended to bring out the fact that Mr. 
Hagan was not armed. He said when 
he got on the train Hagan took ofT his 
coat and hung It up on a hook In the 
coach. He saw no signs of a weapon 
In his coat pocket or trousers’ pocket. 

The Commonwealth will conclude 
taking testimony this morning, and 
Judge Daniel will probably take the 
case for decision this afternoon.

In the morning and afternoon will run 
through Fourth avenue. frorA Walnut 
street to Main street, beginning as soon 
as the superintendent can have his 
time cards made up and the ne*'e»»ajry 
signs painted and printed for dissem¬ 
inating the information needed by per¬ 
sons riding on the cars.

DEVOTED LARGELY TO THE SEC¬ 
RETARY’S REPORT. 


Barbers Hear Address By Mrs. Fred¬ 
ericks—John Mitchell Un¬ 
able To Come. 


A atirring address by Mt^. T H. 
Fred, ricks. President of the United 
Umnx nt Workers, was the enlivening 
io.uuie of ye^tcrdiay's business session 
of the Journeymen Barbers’ Convention 
at Phoenix Hilt Hall. Mrs. Fredericks 
na introduced in the afternoon, and 
around enthusiasm during the course 
of h'i remarks. As she concluded the 
delegate.* gave her three rebounding 
» cheers. 

The report of the secretary. W. E. 
KlapeLky, consumed practically all 
of the meeting yesterday. It covered 
the business of the organisation for the 
past three years, and consequently was 
»i lengthy document. Nearly eight 
hours were consumed in reading it to 
the delegates. 

Speakers \\**rc Introduced from time 
to time in order to vary the monotony 
of the proceedings, but the time de¬ 
voted to these variations was kept at 
a minimum. The report of the secre¬ 
tary shows the union to be In a flour¬ 
ishing and prosperous condition, and as 
tho totals and Important points In the 
reading were reached, Mr. Klapetzky 
Was applauded. 

It *Vas h»u>od that John Mitchell, 
presio* nt of the United Mine Workers 
would- be present during the conven¬ 
tion. *iuid it was rumored yesterday 
that he was in Louisville. Jacob 
Fischer, general organizer of the Bar- 1 
Ivts* union, said that he had tried to 
prevail upon Mr. Mitchell to visit Lou-1 
isville this week, and appear before the [ 
convention, but that it was Impossible 
for Mr. Mitchell to arrange his bus¬ 
iness to this end. 

There was no official meeting among 
the barbers last evening, except the sit¬ 
ting of the Executive Board, which 
passed on the usuul number of minor 
grievances. There is no case so insig¬ 
nificant ns to be beneath the notice of 
tlie Executive Board, which gives as¬ 
sistance and counsel to members of its 
union whenever asked. 

To-day the Judiciary Committee will 
go Into session, and it Is certain that it 
will call for a revision of the constitu¬ 
tion. No radical changes are likely to 
he made; only the numerous small ones 
that suggest themselves as conditions 
change.

New York. Oct. 5.—E. H. Harriman 
and Jacob H. Schiff appeared as wit¬ 
nesses before a referee to-day in the 
suit of J. J. O'Leary, of Chicago, against 
a New York broker for $55,000 losses in 
dealings In Northern Pacific in May.

Mr. Harriman said that he could not 
remember how much Northern Pacific 
stock he had about May 9, 1901. He re¬ 
fused to reply to questions as to wheth¬ 
er or not he was concerned in any 
way in trying to gain control of the 
Northern Pacific road. 

"Why won’t you answer these ques¬ 
tions?" he was asked. 

"I don’t want to." replied Mr. Harri¬ 
man.

Last 
week I was In St. Louis grid returned 
only on Saturday. Monday I had to go 
Into a damage trial at Jeffersonville 
as counsel for the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern Railroad Company, and 
this case Is still occupying my atten 
tion. There has been no disposition 
on my part to offend my friends of the 
Columbia Club, and I do not believe 
they understand the circumstances at 
aJl.

Louis Sauer Is 
given $200 and all claims which the es¬ 
tate may hold against him are can¬ 
celed. The rest the property is di¬ 
vided equally between Margaret Louisa 
Katie W., and Mary Louisa Henrietta 
Sauer. The three daughters are named 
executrices without bond. 

City Compromised Suits. 

The city yesterday compromised the 
damage suits brought by Joseph N. 
Herblg and Annie and George W. Hol¬ 
land, property owners on Castlewood 
avenue, whose lot* were Injured by 
change of grade of that thoroughfare. 
The amounts paid In settlement were 
as follows: Jneeph N. Herblg, $250; 
Annie Holland. $200; George W. Hol¬ 
land, $250. 

Court Paragraphs. 

—Burr & Hardwick sued the Helburn 
Millinery Company for $153.74 alleged 
due on account. 

—No damages were allowed Lena 
Sedrlck In her suit for $J,500 which wa* 
tried In Judge Field’s court. Plaintiff 
was hurt by falling from a car. 

— Mamie Robinson sued Samuel Rob¬ 
inson for divorce, alleging abandon¬ 
ment and five years* separation They 
were married at Glasgow July 21. 1892. 

—In the case of Scott & Co. against 
Wpodaon Lewis for $350 claimed due on 
cejNain repair work a verdict was ren¬ 
dered for the defendant In Judge Fledd's 
court. 

—Georg* and Lula Tabler brought 
suit to sell certain property left under 
the will of Henry Rosenfleld. In which 
plaintiffs are Interested, and distribute 
the proceeds. 

—The Barber Asphalt Paving Com¬ 
pany sued H. Sutcliffe and others for 
$1,597.14, alleged to be the defendant’s 
portion of a part of Broadway, west of 
Thirty-second street. 

—George Lemburger and others sued 
the city for $2,000 damages on account 
of Injury to their property on Burnett 
avenue near Floyd becaure of the low¬ 
ering of the grade of that avenue. 

—The case of Jennie Grubbs against 
the Louisville Railway Company for 
$2,000 damages on account of personal 
Injuries was nonsuited upon failure of 
neither plaintiff nor her counsel to ap¬ 
pear. 

—The Mehler & Eckstenkemper Lum¬ 
ber Company sued George Ecksten¬ 
kemper for $2,727.26, which the plaintiff 
claims the defendant had received In 
hl» capacity of secretary-treasurer qf 
the company, but failed to account for. 

—The Illinois Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany sued Henry Augusta Cain to com¬ 
pel the return of a $1,000 policy issued 
to the defendant December 4, 1903. It 
Is claimed he engaged In the retail 
liquor business contrary to the provis¬ 
ions of the policy. 

Court of Appeals Decisions. 

Richard McKinney vs. Commonwealth.-— 
Filed September 28, MM.—(Not to be re¬ 
ported.) Appeal from Leslie Circuit Court. 
Opinion by Judge O’Rear, reversing. » 
First—Homicide — Verdict — Flagrantly 
Against Evidence—Question for Jury.— 
The determination of I the guilt of one 
accused of crime is a question sole.y for 
the lury where there Is any evidence au¬ 
thorizing the submission of the case to 
them, and this court cannot reverse the 
case because the verdict is flagrantly 
against the weight of the evidence. 

Second — Self-defense — Instructions.— 
On a tglal of one charged with murder 
and convicted of manslaughter where the 
deceased was drunk, armed with a pis¬ 
tol and was approaching the home of 
accused, where he nnd his wife and chll. 
dren were In an Insecure house, and who 
shot and killed deceased, an Instruction 
that “one may lawfully defend his home 
from the willful assault of another and 
In so doing may use such force as ap¬ 
pears to him in the exercise of a rea¬ 
sonable judgment to be necessary to repel 
such assault or to avert any danger to 
himself, his home or his family, real or 
to him apparent, but in so doiqg he may 
not lawfully use any more forc^ than ap¬ 
pears to him In the ex ere Is* of a rea¬ 
sonable Judgment to be necessary In or¬ 
der to avert that danger to himself or 
family real or apparent.” is erroneous. 

Third—Willful Assault—Necessary Force 
—Belief as to Danger.—The word willful 
should have been omitted from the said 
Instruction. As a matter of fact, ones 
right of self-defense may exist perfectly 
without reference to hiH belief as to his 
danger. If It Is In fact necessary, and 
If the jury from the evidence should be 
authorized to find that It was in fact 
necessary for the defendant to hnve used 
the force tbit lie did. In repelling the as¬ 
sault upon himself or inmate.* G f his 
house, he had the right to use that force 
whether or not he believed at the time 
that It was necessary, or If as a matter 
of fact It was not necessary to use the 
forco that he did. but If by the exercise 
of a reasonable Judgment it appeared to 
him to be necessary he had the right to 
use the force that he did. 

Fourth—Impeaching Witness—Effect on 
Jury.—Bailie McKinney, a twelve-year-old 
child of accused, testified that deceased 
had his pistol presented at nppeliunt when 
he came to the door, an Instant before 
he was shot. She was asked If she had 
not told Mrs. Turner that deceased had 
laid fiown his pistol out about a raft of 
logs, and that after he was killed, her 
mother went out and got It and took It 
to her father. She denied having made 
the statement. Mrs. Turner proved that 
she made said statement, whereupon the 
court gave to the Jury this admonition, 
viz : ”1 desire to give to you the same 
caution that 1 gave you 'in regard to the 
other witness who testified on the same 
point. Lloyd Lewis; that Is to say to you 
that In so far as It may contradict the 
witness. Faille McKinney, and only as 
affecting her testimony and not aa sub¬ 
stantial testimony against the defendant 
and not to affect the defendant's case In 
no further except to Impeach Salhe Mc¬ 
Kinney.” 

Literally, this charge had the effect 
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of telling the Jury that Mrs. Turner's 
evidence did Impeach the witness. Saltlo 
McKinney, removing from the jury the 
right to weigh the evidence and determine 
whether or not it had effect.

Master and 8erva.nt—Personal Injury— 
Use of Dangerous Machinery—Ignorance 
of Servant—Peremptory Instructions.—In 
an aotlon by plaintiff alleging the loss of 
a hand by machinery In the use of which 
he was Inexperienced, and wherein he tes¬ 
tified that he was directed by the super¬ 
intendent of the defonuant company to 

f >lace himself under the orders of the mli- 
er. who put him to work in a dangerous 
place of which he was ignorant, with In¬ 
sufficient light, and who assured him It 
was safe to do the work, and in doing 
which his hand was caught In the nailer 
and crushed so as to render amputation 
necessary It was error In the court at 
the conclusion of plaintiff’s testimony to 
give the Jury peremptory instructions to 
find for the defendant.

Commonwealth of Kentucky vs. Ulysses 
Hicks.—Filed September 23. 1901.—(To be 
reported.) Appeal from Graves Circuit 
Court. Opinion by Judge Barker. 

First—Suicide-Accessory Before the 
Fart —Under the Jaw »s It now stands 
In Kentucky an accessory before the fact, 
in ease of suicide, is subject to punish¬ 
ment for th*> crime of willful murder. 

Second—Evidence — Confessions Made 
Out of Court.—Cm© accused of being ac¬ 
cessory before the fact cannot be con¬ 
victed therefor on confessions made out 
of court, unless accompanied with other 
proof that such an offense was committed. 

Third—Peremptory Instructions.—^We are 
of the opinion that an analysis of the 
evidence nnd the enforcement of the pro¬ 
visions of the code on the subject of con¬ 
fessions, warranted the trial Judge in 
giving the peremptory Instruction to find 
the defendant not guilty.

Vested Estate—Value of Share.—In/a sale 
of real estate under subsection 1 of Sec¬ 
tion 490. Civil Code, on the ground that 
the remainder interest of certain heirs is 
a vested estate and the share of each 
owner is worth less than $100. Where the 
evidence show"? that the Interest of any 
one of the Joint owners at the time of 
the sale was worth more than lino, the 
sale is Invalid, and this is true thougn 
such interest Is a life estate, and without 
reference to the time when it was ac¬ 
quired by the owner 
Second—Possession—Remainder Interest 
—Under subsection 2 of Section 4W Civil 
Code, providing that n vested estate may 
be sold for division “if the <«iate Ik in 
possession and the propvrtv cannot be 
divided without materially impairing its 
value or the value of plaintiffs interest 
therein.” It Is necessary In order to make 
the sale that thv estate should be in 
possession, and we have uniformly he'd 
that a remainder interest Is not property 
In possession within the meaning of the 
subdivision.
